He had remarked in that speech, 
which was in favor of aiding American steam- 
ship companies, that as to Mexico and Central 
al South America, it was those coarser goods 
that they consumed, and that it was the duty 
of congress to build upa foreign trade with 
those countries. He had been then, as he was 
now, in favor of paying to American steamship 
lines just compensation for carrying the mails ; 
but that the policy had been resisted on the 
other side of the chamber, and English and 
German steamship lines had been allowed to 
destroy American commerce, practically carry- 
ing the mails for nothing. 

Finally, after a set speech from Mr. Coke 
upon the general policy of the senate’s substi- 
tute bill, and replies from Messrs. Hawley and 
Dawes, the bill went over without action on 
Mr. Vest’s amendment.

JUST A LITTLE ONE. 
Representatives Think a War With a Foreign 
Power Would Unite the North and South. 

WASHINGTON, December 21.—In his open- 
ing prayer this morning, the chaplain referred 
tothe approaching Yule time and invoked 
good-will and peace to all mankind. 

On motion of Mr. McCreary, of Kentucky, a 
resolution was adopted requesting from the 
president information touching affairs in Mad- 
agascar. 

The house went into committee of the whole 
on the Nicaraugan bill. The pending amend- 
ment was that offered by Mr. Spinola, of New 
York, limiting the capital stock of the compa- 
ny to $100,000,000, After a brief debate the 
amendment was rejeeted—yeas 25, nays 158. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Stockdale, os 
Mississippi, providing that none of the conceef 
sions of the Nicaraguan government shall bs 
changed without consent of the United States 
government, was rejected—yeasg 108, nays 63. 

On motion of Mr. Payson, of Lllinois, an 
amendment was adopted providing that al- 
bonds, stocks and certificats eshall be issued al 
the principal office in New York city; also ont 
providing that all shares, bonds, certificatee 
and other evidence of indebtedness shall be 
paid for only in cash, to be paid into the com- 
pany’s treasury and used for a corporate pur- 
pose. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Holman was 
adopted, providing that the directors shall be 
citizens of the United States or of Nicaragua 
and a majority shall be citizens and residents 
of the United States. 

In the course of a speech in o> igre of the 
bill, Mr. Oates, of Alabama, said that from 
every standpoint, the enterprise commended it- 


-selfto him. He did not think that it would be 


necessary for the United States to nraintain a 
large navy to protect American interests on 
the isthmus, nor did he think that the prose- 
cution of the enterprise would involve the 
country in a foreign war. While he would 
not Welcome war at any time, he was not sure 
that if the cause of the United States was just, 
a foreign war would be of detriment to this 
country. Ife was apprehensive that nothing 
would ever coinpleteiv eradicate sectionalism 
in this country, excepta foreign war, and if it 
had no other beneticial result, such a war, (if 
it Was not a very great and a very expensive 
one), would be worth the outlay. 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, coincided with 
the views of his colleague. A foreign war he 
said might prove to bea great blessing to the 
people of the United States, ifthe United 
States conld have a war, (a war of course in 
which its cause was just), 

The union of those who fought on different 
sides during the late civil war must tend to 
bring together the people of the whole country. 
He wus afraid that unless the country had a 
war with a foreign nation in which the people 
of the south could demonstrate upon the field 
of battle their loyalty tothe government, the 
late war would never be forgotten by the 
north. 

Mr. MacDonald, of Minnesota, offered an 
amendment providing that no change of con- 
cessions, made by Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
which in any way affect the right of American 
citizens or the tight of the government of the 
United States to have a volee in the govern- 
mental control or use ofthe canal shall be 
valid until the consent of the United States 
shall have been first given. Adopted. 


On motion of Mr. Baker, of New York, an 


| amendment was adopted requiring the com- 


pany to make a report to the secretary of the 
interior on the tirst Monday in each year. 

On motion of Mr. Blaud, of Misseuri, an 
amendment was adopted providing that the 
United States government shall not be estop 
ped from exercising, at any time, any rights or 
powers that now exist by virtue of the laws of 
nations, or that may be acquired through 
treaty stipulation, relative to the transporta- 
tion of American citizens and their property 
through the canal.

Lonpon, December 21.—A Zanzibar dis- 
patcivsays letters dated Stanley Falls, August 
2th, have been delivered here by Tippoo Tib’s 
men. They state that the letter was received 
at Stanley Falls from Henry M. Stanlev on 
August 28th, Stanley was then at Bonyala 
on the Aruwhimi, where he had arrived on 
August 17th, Ro lad left Emin Pasha eighty- 
two days before in perfect health, and pro- 
vided with plenty of food., Stanley had re- 
turned to Bonyala for loads of stores in charge 
of his rear guard, and intended to leave ten 
days later to rejoin Emin. He reported all 
the white® in the expedition as healthy, and 
said the expedition wanted nothing. 

In the Stanley falls advices, it is stated that 
Stanley wrote that Emin was in possession of 
vast stores of ivoiy, and that he had an abund- 
anco of food. Stanley intended to leave 
Bon yalia at the end of August.

LonpDoN, December 21.—In the house of 
commons this afternoon, Mr. Goschen, acting 
government leader, read amid cheers, a tele- 
grain received by the West African Telegraph 
company from St. Thomas, reporting the ar- 
rival of Stanley and Emin on the Arvwhime. 
Mr. Goschen stated that the government had 
not received any direct official news confirm- 
ing the report. 

heferring to the report that General Gren- 
fell's next march would be against Handoub, 
Mr. Gosehen stated that the government had 
no news from General Grenfell, showing that 
it was his intention toundertake sucha march. 

Mr. Kountree asked Mr. Raikes, postmaster 
general, ifthe government would arrange to 
extend the parcels post systems to service 
with America. 

Mr. Raikes said that with the exception of 
the United States, there was not a. civilized 
country in the world which was without a 
parcels post. He had lost no chance of press- 
ing the question upon the attention of the 
United States posteilice authorities, but the 
difficulty had been that American law was saf- 
fered to stand inthe way. Recent inquiries, 
however, hadjed him to hope that the law 
barring the way to an actual convention would 
be overcome and that some temporary arrange- 
ment would be made. He would certainly 
seize the first occasion to call the subiect to 
the attenfion of the American government. 

In the committee on appropriation bill, Mr. 
Gorst being inthe chair, Dr. Tanner offered an 
amendment opposing a grant of £200 to Cap- 
tain Seagrave, an Irish resident magistrate. 
Mr. Gorst ruled that the amendment 
was out of order, as the grant had 
already passed the committee stage 
and been approved by the house. 

Dr. Clark, Caldweil and Tanner here pro- 
posed amendments to various parts of the 
bill, and Mr. Gorst ruledthem all out of order. 

Dr. Tanner excitedly protested: against the 
chairman’s ruling. Hesaid: ‘‘When we are 
in Committee of supply appropriating money 
to aswindler, thief and a servant of Irish sec- 
retary, Balfour ought to be present and not be 
such a coward as he is.’’ 

Mr. Gorst ordered Dr. @anner to resume his 
sdat and to withdraw the word “‘coward.’’ 

‘Dr, Tanner reiterated: ‘I call him both 
coward and liar.”’ 

Mr. Goschen hereupon inoved that Dr. Tan- 
ner be suspended. The house agreed without 
division, and Tanner left the chamber. 

In the house of lords today the earl of Dun- 
raven asked Lord Salisbury when the govern- 
ment intended to appoint a ininister to succeed 
Lord Sackville at Washington. 

Lord Salisbury replied: “I have told my 
noble friend privately that the correspondence 
on the subject of minister to the United States 
in incomplete, aud that, therefore, in accord- 
ance with the uniform rule, I could say noth- 
ing. It has always been the usage that respon- 
sibility for all appointments rests with the ex- 
ecutive government, while it isin the province 
of parliament to pass judgment on them after 
they have been made, but not to require the 
government to give an opinion beforehand as 
to when they should be made. On these 
grounds I must leave the responsibility of in- 
trodiucing the subject on the noble earl, and 
must ask the house to excuse me from making 
any reply.”’

The dr¢g s business is fair for the season 
though cotton staples are only in moderet: demand 
and printefoths at 3.57 bid.

%'4 for m ing upland. Notwithstandingali short 
crop re and the large demand for consumption§ 
here and abroad, sales here for the week were 
560,000 bales. Progress toward liquidation in wheat 
has been attended, aS was  inevita- 
ble, with a §deciine in prices, which 
are four cefits lower for the week. Sales here 
have been @aly 7,500,000 bushels, and the seat of 
difficulty isat Chicago, where. the fayorable reports 
as to growing winter wheat begin to be felt. Ex- 
ports from thé Atlantic ports for three weeks haye 
been 371,519 bushels or about 3'¢ per cent larger.

The pri¢e of corn has advanced one-half cent, 
with oats unchanged, Speculation in pork products 
bas resulted in slightly lower prices. On the whole 
the tendency of prices is still downward, more be- 
cause money isin beiter demand and there are 
some apprehensions of presstire. At western points 
some movement toward stingency appears, though 
no demand upon this city is felt at present.

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ALITTLE SENSATION. 


A Twenty Dollar Note Shows Up for a Sec- 
ond Redemption, 
WASHINGTON, December 21.—A sensation 
was caused’ in the National Bank Note re- 
demption agency of the treasury yesterday by 
the receipt of a $20 dollar national bank note 
which had previously been releemed and can- 
celled and. which was supposed to have been 
destroyed. The note had been accepted bya 
bank in Washington in the regular course of 
business and was sent to the treasury for re- 
demption. _ National bank notes when re- 
deemed by the United States treasurer are 
practically cancelled by cutting off the two 
lower corners and are transferred to the office 
of the comptroller of currency, where they 
are punched through the center and 
then arse in @ . macerating 
machine for destruction. After their 
cancellation and before their destraction théy 
are committed to a special commitiee, com- 
posed of representatives of the treasurer, the 
comptroller and of the bank by whom the notes 
were issued. This committee counts and veri- 
fes the notes and superintends their destruc- 
tion. The notes in question had been properly 
cut and punched, but in some mysterious man- 
ner escaped the macerating machine. It had 
been pieced with other notes so as to resemble 
acomplete note, but the work was done in 
such a loose and careless manner that the 
treasury officials are surprised that its true 
character was not discovered before it came to 
them for second redemption. An investigation 
is now in progress, but nothing has been de- 
veloped beyond what is stated above. No other 
notes of the kind have been presented and it is 
not believed there are any more ineexistence.

Daring Escape of Prisoners from Port

SENATOR GIBBS’S STARTLING TALK 


The Tax Bil! in thie Senate—A Mock Session 
~The Day's Work in Both Honses— 
Adjournment for the Holidays. 


| 


When the senate assembled yesterday morn- 
ing, Mr. Whitfield took the floor and moved to 
reconsider the action of the senate yesterday, 
so far as it related to the adoption of the 
amendment striking from the appropriation 
bill the appropriatious for the branch colleges 
in this state. 

A motion by Mr. Fitzgerald to table this 
motion was voted down. 

MR. MASSENGALE’S VIEWS. 

Mr. Massengale favored the reconsid- 
eration in a lengthy speech. The mere 
pittance asked for ought to be granted. 
He wanted the senators to vyote to 
wipe out the injustice which they had done to 
the common people of Georgia. He depre- 
cated in strong language this discrimination 
against the masses of the people. You are 
cutting your own political throats in voting 
for thisamendment. I ama plain, blunt man, 
but I defy you to cast your votes against this 
motion to reconsider, This motion 
should prevail and the amend- 
ment should be voted down by 
a large majority. Three-fourths of the people 
of Georgia want these appropriations made. 

Mr. Shannon opposed the motion. These 
colleges were purely local. The great major- 
ity of the common people of Georgia derive no 
benefit from them. 

FAVORED RECONSIDERATION, 

Mr. Whitfield argued strongly for reconsider- 
ation. He submitted an amendment which 
was read for information, which he proposed 
to offer if the motion to reconsider should 
prevail. The ainendment provided 
that each of the  w»branch  colloges 
should receive free of any charge 
four pupils for each representative in the legis- 
lature, except those counties which have more 
than two representatives shall not be entitled 
to more thar eight puptis. 

Mr. Fitzgerald fought the motion to recon- 
sider. He believed that those appropaiations 
for the colleges were contrary to the spirit if 
not the letter of the constitation of Georgia. 

Mr. McCollom opposed the motion. He said 
the legislature had no right to put their hands 
into the pockets of the people to gather the 
means tosupportthem. It was not right to 
take the money of the poor people all over 
Georgia and use it for special beneficiaries. 

THE ACTION CLINCHED. 

President duBignon put the question and 
the motion to reconsider prevailed by a vote of 
20 to 19. 

The question then, recurred on Mr. Ray’s 
amendment to strike out the appropriations. 

The amendment was adopted by a vote of 20 
to 1.

SENATOR GIPBS TO THE FRONT. 

Senator Gibbs moved to amend the appro- 
priation bill by striking out the $5,000 appro- 
priation to the Atlanta colored university. He 
said that the appropriation was totally unnec- 
essary and he hoped that seuators would have 
the manhood to repudiate it. 

‘This ‘nigger school’ ’’ said he, ‘‘has violated 
the conditions upon which the appropriation 
was made. The money has been withheld on 
thataccount. They had never repented—had 
never expressed a desire to receive the money 
again. If the people of Georgia could 
yote on this appropriation they would 
kill it. The actions_of that hybrid institution 
was an insult to the people of Georgia. 
The stateof Georgia had said to it, ‘‘please 
take the $8,000 again’’—and the “nigger school 
had spurned the offer.’’ The white men who 
men this school, had not the elements of 
success in them at the north. They came 
down here to foment strife and were thriving 
on discord. Remove the rotten carcass. Its 
fumes disgust decent people.’’ 

The amendment was lost by a vote of 27 
to 8. 

MR. HALL’S AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Hall made a motion to amend the sec- 
tion in the appropriation bill for the common 
schools by adding the special taxes from all 
sources—from banks, telegraph companies, 
sewing machine companies, express companies, 
billiard and pool table, license tax on pro- 
fessions and business of all kinds, in short, all 
special taxes not already appropriated to the 
common school fund-—and half of the rental of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad not already 
appropriated, but not to take effect until after 
January Ist, 185?). 

Mr. Bartlett fought the amendment ina 
vigorous speech, although he is still quite un- 
well. Hesaidit would entail an additional 
burden on the white people of Georgia. He 
wanted no more taxes levied than were neces- 
sary to carry on the government of the state. 
It was known to members of the finance com- 
mittee that the taxes were now raised until 
they were as high as when Bullock and his 
gang ruled the state. Mr. Bartlett said thathe 
protested against the people who pay the taxes 
educating the people who pay little or no 

.taxes at all. The more you educate some 
people the more worthless you make them. 

He made a strong argument against having 
a ‘‘surplus”’ in the treasury. 

Mr. Rice opposed the amendment. Better 
leave the matter just where the committee put 
it. He thought that taking the present levy as 
a basis there would be no surpus. 

Mr. Bradwell spoke for the amendment. 
Crime in all of its forms should be taxed, as 
wellas luxuries. He cared not how high the 
taxes were piled up on whisky. 
He was agaist direct taxation 
for educational purposes and for 
devoting the special taxes to the education of 
the people, 

Mr. Hall defended his amendment. It pro- 
vided that the receipts from the sources indi- 
cated should not be used unless there was a 
surplus. He expressed the belief that there 
would be a large surplus perhaps, fifty or one 
hundred dollars. He hoped that the increase 
would come from a rigid enforcement of 
proper tax laws He was satisfied that a large 
amount of the taxable property in Georgia 
was not returned as things now stood. 

Mr. Ballard called the previous question. 

The amendment was adopted by a vote of 26 
to 4, 

IN PROPORTION TO TAXES PAID. 

Mr. Bartlett offered an amendment to the 
common school section that the common schoo! 
fund should be distributed to the teachers of 
white children and colored children in propor- 


tion to the amount of taxes paid by the white | 


race and the black race in their counties. 

Mr. Hall objected to the amendment, and 
read from the constitution to show thaj 
with the exception of separate schools the 
children of the two races must be upon an 
equal footing in the enjoyment ol the benefits 
of the common school system. 

The amendment was voted down.

The Tax Bill. 

The next special order being the tax bill, it 
was taken up and considered in sections. 

The amendment of the committee to section 
first, which increased the tax levy for 1889 
from two and four-tenth mills to two and 
seven-tenth mills, and for 1890 from two and 
one-tenth mills to two and four-tenth mills, 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Halmer proposed to amend paragraph . 
fifteen of section second by striking out the 
$100 tax upon dealers in liquors and inserting 


$50. 

Mr. Bartlett advocated the amendment. 
Four years ago the tax had been raised froma 
325 to $50, and now it was proposed to put 
itupto $100. This was an unjust tax on @ 
business legalized by the government and the 
state. There are about sixty-one counties in 
Georgia which pay these taxes. Ihe great 
bulk of it is paid by five counties in Georgia — 
Bibb, Muscogee, Chatham, Richmond and 
Fulton. It is an unreasonable tax, and should 
be voted down. 

Mr. Edwards spoke strongly against the 
amendment. 

He said that he had four sons whom he had 
taken to his altar every night and made them 
swear cternal enmity to the liquor cause. He 
was for any tax that would rid the state of the 
whisky traffic. , 

Mr. Sanford opposed the amendment. 

Mr. Holmes supportedgiis amendment. He 
was a strong prohibitionist. He bad intro- 
duced it not to injure prohibition, but because 
he did not wish to popularize the sale of 
whisky. 

Mr. Rice said that he was willing to vote for 
a tax of $50, but that $100 would be a burden 
on dealers in the five big counties of the state. 

Mr. Johnston, of the 24th, spoke for the 
amendineut. The tax was made too high and 
unjust to the dealers ia a business which the 
law declared to be legitimate. He favored 
taxing liquor dealers to a reasonable extent, 
but desired to record his protest against a State 
tax of $100, which was manifestly unfair. 

Mr. Massengale opposed the amendment. 
He thought that $10: wasa just tax. Pend- 
ing Mr. Massengale’s speech, the senate ad-

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BILL BRAZELTON’S DEATH. 


He Was the First and Greatest Highway- 
man of Tucson, Arizona. 


A gentleman from Tucson, Ariz., in the lob- 
by of the national hotel last. night, spoke of 
one ef the desperadoes of his town, says the 
Washington Post: %, 

“T see,” said he, “that some fellow ont in 
California has been ‘holding up’ stage loads of 
people by himself. The dispatches speak of 
him asthe ‘Lone Highwayman.’ f want to 
tell you that the first and greatest Tone high- 
wayman in this country lived in Tucson, and 
his name was Bill Brazelton. It has now becn 
seven or eight years since he was killed. 
While he lived he was the terror of southern 
Arizona, and he did all of bis work singie 
handed. He used to work in a liyery stable in 
Tucson. He wasa young fel! 


’ fellow who did not 
say much, but was al! the tinge practicing with 
his revolver when he was not at his work. Lle 
was the most active, powerful young man I 
ever saw. He got so he could turn a somer- 
sault with his pistol in his hand and as he came 
up, hit a half dollar every time, twenty-five 
yards away. He could shoot in every position, 
whether standing, running or riding, and every 
time he ‘plumped’ the bull’s eye. Suddenly 
he left town, and it was not long till we heard 
of his robbing stages all alone. He had nerves 
of gtee!, and did not seem to be afraid of any- 
body or anything. The greatest efforts were 
made to capture him, but he eluded all ot his 
pursuers. He seemed to be bere, there and 
everywhere at the same time. Finally if was 
suspected that a hostler working in the stable 
where Brazelton had been employed knew 
something of him. He was taken out on the 
edge of town and hung up till he was almost 
dead, when he agrecd to confess, on condition 
that Brazelton should be shot outright,as he 
would kill any man who betrayed Ifs secret at 
the first opportunity. The hostler said he was 
to go out to meet Brazelton that very night 
and take him something to eat. He was to 
wait behind a log in a certain piece of woods. 
A party of six well-armed men took the hostler 
and went with him to the place of rendezvous. 
They all lay down behind the log and waited for 
Brazelton. By and by he rode out of a thicket 
into an open space and came slowly toward the 
unsuspected ambush. He carried his pistol in 
his hand, as if suspecting that things were not 
all right. When in thirty yards of the log the 
whole party rose and fired, killing both horse 
and rider instantly. It was one of the most 
dramatic incidents that ever occurred about 
Tucson in those troublesome days. LBrazelton’s 
body was riddled with bails. He was brought 
to town and the next morning he was propped 
up against an adobe wall and had his photo- 
graph taken, and the local photographer has 
today in his showcase a ghastly illustration of 
the triumph of his art.

Colonel Atkins’s first trip was made to Atlanta,

charge like a herd of wild bulls, only to 
fice the next moment like a flock of sheep. 

Cesar, Napoleon, Havelock, Chinese 
Gordon and Lee were educated men, but 
their bravery was ofa higher order than 
was exhibited by Nana Sahib, who, in Gen- 
eral Sherman’s eyes, must have been a fine 
type of the uneducated soldier.

had no worse effect on them than on the 
negroes in Geosgia.

has no appreciable influence on them. We 
may be sure that slavery is not responsible 
for it; forin that case the negroes who 
caine to this country savages would have 
been transformed by slavery into something 
worse than savages. 

We are of the opinlon—and we make the 
suggestion with all due deference to the 
knowledge, the politics and the prejudices 
of the esteemed editor of the Indianapolis 
Journal—that the man who will compare 
thecondition of the negroes in Africa with 
the condition and status of the race in this 
country, will find that American slavery 
was not such a badthingafterall.

Olive Bill and West Point Terminal. 

Eprrors Constitution: Through your val- 
uable paperI have been kept informed as to the 
business before the legislature and must say that it 
seems to be an intelligent and conservative body 
and deserves great credit for its liberal support of 
education, 80 sadly needed by the children of Geor- 
gia. This wise policy marks an esain the history 
of Georgia, which, in the near future, will place 
our state among the foremost for intelligence, pros- 
perity and happiness. Next to education in impor- 
tance, the vast railroad interests of the state, and 
the relative rights of the people to these enterprises, 
must engage the'thoughtiul legislator, and the views 
ot a disinterested citizen will not be distasteful, I 
trust. 

Mr. Olive’s bill, before the house, to forfeit the 
charter of the Central and allow a miuority of the 
stockholders to organize and control the property, is 
a proposition so utterly at variance with the hig.ory 
of all associated capital and law controlling the 
same that wise legislators will, I trust eonsider 
well and ponder loug before acopng a 
measure revolutionizing the common and Ssiatute 
laws under which we have lived so long, and which 
every civilized government known to man has ac- 
quiesced in. Minority rule is so utterly at variance 
with our ideas of democracy, as taught and prac- 
ticed by our fathers, that we stand appalled as we 
contemplate the ruin and disaster it thay work to 
individuals and the terrible results to the public, by 
upsetting organized systems of railroad enterprises. 
Mr. Olive’s bill proposes to make effective that part 
of the constitution of 1877 known in the code as sec- 
tion 5097, which reads as follows: “The general 
assembly of this state shall have no power to author- 
ize any corporation to buy shares or stocks in any 
other corporation in this state or elsewhere, or to 
make any contract or agreement whatever with 
such corporation, which may have the effect to 
defeat or lessen competition in their respective busi- 
ness, or to encourage monopoly: and ail such con- 
tracts and agreements shall be illegal and void,’’ 
Now I ask, did the legislature, by act, authorize the 
West Point Terminal to buy shares of personsowning 
stocks in the Central? Certainly not. Did the 
legislature authorize, by act, stockholders In the 
Central to sell stock tothe Terminalcompany? No. 
No. Thenthis clause of the constitution has not 
been violated. Now the whole ob ect of the consti- 
tution (cited) was to prevent the legislature from 
granting incorporations power to buy or sell stocks 
as a corporation, but the ccn.titution nowhere for- 
bids an individual who may own stock ffom dis- 
posing of the same, anywhere and -toanybody. I 
know of no law forbidding the stockholders of the 
Cential from selling the last dollar of stock they 
Inay own, (it being personal property) to parties in- 
side or outside of the state: such was the law when 
the charter to the Central was granted and accepted 
and peopie subscrived for stock upon this condition, 
and built the road and have been buying and sell- 
ing these shares without let or hindrance as they 
do other personal property since the organization 
ofthe road. But wenow have a great hue and cry 
against ni n>»polies, (and I will say no man hates 
them more cordialiy than Ido.) I would fejoice to 
see such monopolies as the Standard Oil company, 
sugar and bagging trusts, and others blotted trom 
the face ot the earth. These and like menopolies 
controlled solely by their owners are the bane and 
curse of the country; but I deny that-associated cap- 
ital to build or run a railroad constitutes a monopo- 
ly, because the railroad in all ofits management is 
controlied by stringent laws, and the doors of 
the railroa commissions, state and federal, 
like the gates of hell, are always open to punish the 
road that sins againstthe law. Yes, our state com- 
mission actually fixe; maximum rates beyoud which 
a road dare not go. Now, if we had some way to 
control the real hurtful monopolies, they might 
become, as railroads are, blessings instead of curses, 
If I remember right, Colonel Fry, in his argument 
in favor of the Olive bill, said he (Fry) Mada pbjjl 
before the legislature to lease the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, and if Sucéessful with his bill, he 
would consolidate the Western and Atlantic with 
the Cincinnati Southern, and then hitch on his 
paper road from Atlanta to Savannah and have a 
continuous line from Cincinnati to Savannah. 

Now, I wish Colonel Fry great success in§building 
his road, but, forthe life of me, 1 can’t see why 
Colonel Fry should be allowed to consolidate his 
Georgia project with foreign corporations, and yet 
deny the Central similar privilezes. Does he think 
it right to make fiesh of one road and fish of an- 
other? If itis right for one to consolidate, I think 
itright forall, Ithink the Western and Atlantic 
should be pus up in opcn market for lease to the 
highest bidder that will comply with such reasona- 
ble termsas the legislature may prescribe, and no 
matter who the bidder is, or where he lives; or what 
connections he may make, let it go, for it is silly to 
think of the Western and Atlantie controlling 
rates of other Georgia roads, That

The Georgia legislature is on the right track. 
It is beginning to understand that the great need of 
the state is a better system of public schools. The 
appropriation bill which passed the house Thursday 
adds $165,0C0, raised by direct taxation, to the school 
fund for 1889 and $330,000 for 1890, 

The prospect is that the sources from which the 
schoo! fund isnow derived will yield a steadily 
increasing revenue. In that event the public 
schools will have, in 1890, very nearly $1,000,000 for 
their suprort. 

Thisisnotas much asthey ouzht to have. They 
ought to be kept open at least six months in the 
year, and the school commissioner estimates that 
$1,2€0,000 would be required to do tbat. Perhaps 
the next legislature will be eyen more liberal in 
the matter of public schools than the present one, 
and that it will so increase the public school appro- 
priations that Georgia’s sons and danghters will 
have a chance within the next three or four years 
to get six months’ schooling annually. 

The announcement of this new departure by the 
state wita respect to her public school system will 
do more to attract the attention ofthe class of im- 
migrants that Georgia wants than all the pampblets 
the state can publish describing her soil, climate 
and productions. When Georgia’s public schools 
are what they ought to be she will have no occasion 
for holding immigration conventions or for the ser- 
vices of an immigration commissioner. Neither will

BXERCISES AT GAMMON. SCHOOL or 


THEOLOGY YESTERDAY. 


Eminent Divines Who Participated jy the 
Exercises--The Library Building ang itg 
Cost. 


Yesterday the cornerstone of the library 
building of the Gammon school of theology was 
laid with appropriate ceremonies, 

This school is located near Ciarke university, and 
“is the result of the liberality of the members of the 
Freedmen'ssAid society, headed by Bishops Haye . 
Warren aud Clarke, who raised two-thirdg of 
the twenty-five thousand dollars required for the 
building, 

Rey. E. A. Gammon, of Batavia, 111., who havin 
been forced to retire from the ministry in Maine on 
account of the lossof his voice, went west and 


some of his wealth to philanthropic use, 

Finally he hit upon thé education of the negroes 
of the south, and he gave the other 
third of the fund neccessary lo buiig 
thes hool. In consequence the institution was 
named for him, and to further show their apprecig. 
on of bis generosity, the friends of the school de. 
termined to lay the corner stone on his birthday 
which was yesterday. 

The school has grown and prospered. There are 
at present sixty-one studen‘s enrolled, representing 
eleven states and one foreign country, and from 
twenty-two educational institutions

MR. GAMMON’S PLAN, 

Mr. Ganmon began with a $20,0°0 endowment 
and the school was at firat conducted in co nection 
of Clark university. But after the schoo} became 
regularly chartered, a change wai made. 

The only condition placed by Mr. Gammon upon 
his proposed munificent endowment of the Gammon 
echool of theology, was that it be made an institu- 
tion of a purely theological character, independen: 
of any other institution in its organization and 
His long experience as a ‘trustee or 
one of the oldest theological schools of the church 
had ied himtothis view, His plan was to have i; 
fustain the same relation to each school of the 
enure system of educational institutions of the 
lreeman’'s Ald society and of the chufel) throughous 
tle south, ' 

Hence, in April, 1887, the official connection of 
the Gammon school of theology with Clark univer- 
sify was dissolved, and it was placed on an indepen- 
dent basis by the attion of the board of inanagers of 
the Freedmen’s Aid society. A new board of trus- 
fees was constituted; the dean of the sehool wags 
en, andan application fora new 
charter was made, The ch or was g 
March 24th, 1388, charter was granted on 

in January, 1888, Mr. Gammon consummated his 
wiit by legally turning over property to the amount 
of $200,000 to the board of trnstees of the Methodist 
episcopal chureh, in truest for the Gammon schoo} 
oftheolozy. ‘Theincome from this endowment 
fujid isto be administered by. Mr. Gammon during 
his lifetime forthe purpose of further accumula. 
tion, and for the erection of additional buildings 
for the complete and permanent equipment of the 
institution. His planaiow embraces an endowment 
and equipment not surpassed by that of any school 
of theology inthe chureh. Three suitable houses 
for the professors have already been completed, and 

a fireproof library building is plauned for erection 
during the present year. 

Students have free access to the theologocal libra- 
ry of about 7,000 volumes, consisting of works in 
all departments of theology and related branches, 
It is classitied and arranged .by departments, in 
nicoves, for convenient reference. The private 
livraries of the. protossors render more than 3,000 
miditional yvoilumes accessible to the stndents, 

The library of the Rev. Dr. D, P. Kidder has just 
been presented tothe school. It consists of about 
2,000 yolumes, besides wm large number of valuable 
pampliets.

The Man Who Owneda Yacht and Went to 
Fultun County Jail Gets Locked Up in 
Savannah,

residing in Savannah, where he breathes through 
crossed iron bars. 

He was arrested yesteraay and jailed. 

The Vanderbilt story is still remembered in At- 
lanta. After his release from the Fulton county 
jail he went, as every one knows, to Macon, where 
he obtained money by representing himself as Sells 
Bros. circus agent, which landed him in the Bibb 
county jail. On Wednesday he was released from 
that jail and was given a charity pass to Savannah.

SAVANNAH, December 21.—|Special.|—A young 
man whos is said to be the bogus Vanderbilt of 
Atlanta and Augusta notoriety is inthe city. He 
registered Thursday at the Pulaski house as George 
Lawrence, New York. He represented himself as 
the agent of John Robinson’s circus, and called on 
the clerk of council yesterday, making inquiry 
about the cost of a circus license. Afterwards he 
visited various parties. He made a contract with 
M. Logan, butcher, to furnish beef to the circus 
people, He also made contracts with other parties 
for feed for the animals, 

He borrowed $20 from Logan. 

Av Augusta man who was in the city recognized 
him, and Detective Basch was sent out 
to look for him. At 2 o'clock the 
detective found Lawrence and told him that he 
was believed to be a swindler. Telegrams were 
sent off to learn if he was the agent of Robinson’s 
circus, and while awaiting an answer the detective 
and Lawrence kept each other company.

J. RANDALL TUCKER. 


DISTINGUISHED VIRGINIAN 
LEGISLATURE, 


THE 
TALKS TO THE 


The Duty of the South—Shall It be Divided? 
—The Unity of Sentiment Between Feople 
of Different States. 


Hon. J. Randolph Tucker, the distinguished 
Virginian who, for several years, served in the 
halis of national congress, spent yesterday 
in Atlanta, enroute from Alabama to his 
| home. 

By a resolution of the house, yesterday after, 
noon at three o’clock, he delivered an address 
to the members. 

At that hour the distinguished visitor ap- 
peared in the hall on the arm of Dr. Felton, of 
Lartow, followed by Governor Gordon afd 
Judge Lawson, of Putnam, 

Speaker Clay introduced Mr. Tucker ina 
few appropriate remarks. 

Mr. Tucker was warmly applauded as he 
rose. He said he was deeply and profoundly 
gratified at the honor tendered him. He 
had come to Atlanta with no idea of being re- 
quested to speak, but thought he would stop 
| over and sce the beauty of .the capital city of 
Georgia 

Between the old commonwea!th of Virginia 
and the great commonwealth of Georgia there 
has been, he said, pleasant relations during 
the war and since, during the period of recon- 
struction. It was but natural that these. two 
states should confer upen-their interests. 

“Among other things, the question has come 

before us future of the southern 
states.’’ 
| “What policies shonld we follow 

should be our purposes ?” 

“There are two or three matters we should 
look to. First, to personal developinent; 
second, to material development; and third, 
to the conservatism of our liberties under free 
political institutions, Let us see that the 
young men of the south are developed, that 
they are educated so as to be able to compete 
with those of any section. 

“Tam very glad to know that your state has 
very largely increased the facilities 
of learning. There is nothing commensurate 
with the importance of making our young men 
able to cope with those of other sections. I 
have looked at the history of events during 
the anti-bellum days and there never had been 
a time when the representatives of the south 
could not measure swords with any section. 
Let the high moral manhood of the south be 
maintained as in the past and there will be no 
trouble abeut the rights of the south being 
protected.”’ 

Mr. Tucker said the material advancement 
of the south was nothing ‘‘unless we have 
noble manhood developed.”’ 

He touched briefly upon the tariff question 
_ and said he did not betieve in taxing one sec- 
| tion to benefit another. 

A great deal has 
breaking the solid 
we to break up? 
the party is based in convictions, 
force or hypocrisy. How are we, then, to 
break? To abandon our principles? Only by 
abandoning principles with the very fixed con- 
victions that all power not granted is reserved 
to the states or the paopie. 

There is a great danger in the rapid incre- 
ment of power in the federal hands. There 
are certain questions of local interests which 
can not be governed by any other power than 
the states and people themselves. If these 
powers are carried to federal authorities we 
would be governed by aliens. I have dis- 
pelled all doubts and j look to 
the future With hope. The time 
is coming when the great principles of the 
democratic party will triumph. Jealousy of 
federal power wil! sconer or later develop in 
the northern as in the southern states 

In concluding, Mr. Tucker said he would 

carry back a pleasant remembrance of this 
state, and of all tlie st. ite s he had visited. He 
would tell his people that the hearts of 
Georgia and Virginia are one on the great 
constitutional questions which will  tinally 
triumph in this country. 

Mr. Tucker’s speech was received with con- 
siderable enthusiasm, and after he concluded, 
an informal reception was held, the members 
coming forward to be introduced to the distin- 
guished Virginian.
